Starting Wednesday, the esti¬ 
mated 9D.OOQ people who fled 
an out-of-control wildfire In 
fort McMumiy at the begin¬ 
ning of May will slowly begin 
the journey home. 

but the return wo 11 not be 
an opening of the floodgates. 
Instead. Fort MtMurray is be¬ 
ing reopened in stages over 
four days, while some of the 
hardest hit areas have been 
declared unfit for habitation 
until the debris is cleared. 

Even for those who return 
immediately, the Fort Mc¬ 
Murray they’re going back 
to is still a city on the mend: 
While power is back on in 
many areas, boil w^ater ad¬ 
visories remain in place and 
the hospital is only able to 
provide basic sersnees. 

Still, many are eager to 
go home. 

Among them is Mohamed 
Bouchaala who, despite hav¬ 
ing to evacuate twice — once 


with his family, and then 
again a couple of w^eeks later 
from a Suntor wmrk site — 
is eager to get back north as 
soon as possible. 

Hovi'ever. his wife Fatma 
and their three children, all 
under the age of six. won’t 
be going with him. 

They're moving into a new 
apartment in Edmonton and 
likely won't be going home 
until mid-July, Bouchaala 
said. 

The Eouthaalas have decid- 
ed their kids won't go back 
until medical facilities are 
fully operational and recrea¬ 
tional facilities reopen. 

"We need to get moi'e clari¬ 
fication about things like 
parks, howr safe are they for 
kids." Mohamed said. 

■“There’s no recreation cen¬ 
tre. and there are no schools 
— you can’t keep your kids 
inside for days.'" 

■While some stores are 
reported to have stock on 
shelves, those returning are 
advised to bring a two-week 
supply of food and medica¬ 
tions. 

That’s a major reason Rus¬ 
sell and Heather Thomas 
aren't bringing their kids 
home. 

They’re driving to Mc¬ 
Murray on June I, the first 
day residents of the lower 
town site are able to enter 
the city, but have left their

two sons — one of whom 
has asthma — with family, 
and Heather is only coming 
to pick up the vehicle they 


left behind. 

But they're looking to re¬ 
uniting in the city as a family 
soon. 


“I’m not trepidations about 
going back in any way," Rus¬ 
sell said. 

“I’ve been in Fort M.c- 


Murray for 20 years and it’s 
been nothing but change for 
20 years, and this is just an¬ 
other change."

Areas deemed unsafe due to eaustie ash 


Residents of Beacon Hill, Aba- 
sand and 'Watervi.^ays — Fort 
McMurray neighbourhoods 
hardest hit by wildfire earlier 
this month — will be unable 
to return home this week as 
more than 500 homes have 
been declared uninhabitable. 
Premier Rachel Notley said in 
a press conference Monday. 

Since the fire ripped 
through the city, extensive 
testing of air, soil and ash 
has revealed the presence 
of chemical contamination. 

In particular, the ash has 
very high pH levels, which 
makes it very caustic, accord¬ 


ing to Dr. Karen Grimsrud. 
Alberta's Chief Medical Of¬ 
ficer of Health. 

“These results are not un¬ 
expected, but it’s critical we 
take steps to protect resi¬ 
dents from them," she said. 

Residents of the affected 
neighbourhoods will be of¬ 
fered an escort to view their 
homes and retrieve belong¬ 


ings. but won’t be able to 
stay permanently until the 
debris is removed, which 
could lake until September, 
officials said. 

“1 realize this will be very 
difficult news to hear, but 
as alwrays safety and health 
remain top priority," Not¬ 
ley said. 

Crimsrud is encouraging 


ail residents who are re¬ 
turning to Fort Mc.Murray tn 
take basic precautions when 
near ash or debris, including 
wearing long sleeve shirts, 
pants and gloves to avoid 
skin contact. 

Masks and eye protection 
are also recommended. 

She said that people with 
asthma or lung conditions as 
well as pregnant women, sen¬ 
iors and children under seven 
should avoid areas with vis¬ 
ible ash present while clean 
up is in progress. Children 
and pets should not play in 
ash.

Sdvatal oopdltioits must 
bo mot bofora people can 
go back to their homes 

Almost two weeks ago. 
Premier Rachel Notley an¬ 
nounced people would 
be allowed to begin re¬ 
turning to Fort McMurray 
on June 1, but added that 
the entire return would be 
carried out in stages. 

Re-entry is dependent 
on five conditions, includ¬ 
ing that the wildfire is 
no longer an "imminent 
threat/' and critical and 
essential infrastructure be 
restored to a basic level. 

In order to minimize 


congestion along High¬ 
way 63. Fort McMurray 
has been divided into 
four zones, each of which 
has a separate return 
date. 

The first section to be 
opened up includes the 
lower town site which 
is relatively intact, with 
harder-hit neighbour¬ 
hoods returning, or get¬ 
ting access to view their 
properties, later in the 
week. 

The government has also 
created a ''general return 
date" of June 15,

I'he Vinldfirie thjit consumed Idrt 
McMunay has often moved at 
breok-netk speed, pushing into 
neighbourttocds aodovenvhelm- 
ingfirefighteis Viith little nodte. 

It has jumped Fire breaks, 
otHsed rivets and burned thntugh 
areas tonsidened safe. 

j'\iizac, the tiny hamlet south 
effort McJVIurray, Vi'as one such 
plate. It had been a safe haven for 
evacuees, and majiy were taken 
there on buses in the initial days 
after the fire hit Fort McMurray. 

But in jus.t a fevi^ hours on May 
4 the community was neariy m'er- 
run. 

When the community need¬ 
ed to exit in a hurry it was Dale 
Bendfeid who made the call and 
evacuated 450 people in just three 
hours. 

fort McMurray fixe chief Darby 
Allen has repeittedly rejected the 
label of hero for himself, but he 
svas ea^r to label Bendfeld. the 
community's director of protect¬ 
ive services, as one. 

“We didn't think there was a 
fire in y\nzac; that night and we 
found out in a huny that there 
sras," Allen said, at a news, confer¬ 
ence earlier this month. 

y\llen gave full credit to Bend- 
feld forgetting people out of thiit 
community in time to avoid any 
loss of life. 

“With a couple of people and a 
fliishlight he evacuated 450 people 
in two hours. That is true hero¬ 


ism," said jMlen. 

Bendfeld, not surprisingly, 
dowmplays his role. 

“It's not just me and this 
flashlight. It is about evetylbody 
coming together and getting 
people out," he said. Bendfeld 
does agree with Allen that the 
svildfire's move toward Anzac 


caught people by surprise. The 
communitj^ is 50 kilonieties south 
of Fort McMurray, and Bendfeld 
said he drove over just to discuss 
the possibility of an es^acuation 
in the days ahead, but when he 
arrived he knew it couldn't sviuL 
“The whole horizon was nothr 
ing but smoke and flame," he said. 


“It was now time for action. It just 
occurred that quick^t'’ 

Bendfeld said they had to ntove 
past bringing in transit buses 
iind getting aD the resources they' 
could to move 450 people. 

“Within the three hours it was 
already' in die back yards of some 
of the homes," he said. “You could 
see the flames already in the com¬ 
munity.'" 

In vYnzac that night and 
throughout the crisis, Bendfeld 
said people just did what had to 
be done. He said none of wrhat 
has gone on would have been 
possible without others. 

“A lot of community spirit 
helped that," he said. “People 
svere taking care of neighbours 
and that was phenomenal."

Alberta expands 
dementia service 


Alberta lawmakers are to debate 
agos’emment motion on medic¬ 
ally assisted dying. 

rhe motion introduced by 
the NDP says ^Mbertairs may ex¬ 
ercise their right to get medicai 
assistance in dying and there will 
be safeguards to protect vulner¬ 
able people. 

It says the province will re¬ 
spect conscience rights and the 
right of patients to access the 
service. 

Brandy Payne, associate min¬ 
ister of health, says the motion 
to be debated Tuesday wil] give 
all the opposition members the 
chance to state an opinion on the 


highly' divisive issue. 

The province wrill then mos'e 
forward ivith a plan based on 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
decision and proposed federal 
legislation. 

Payne says Alberta's policy 
will be closely monitored and 
reviewed within one yrear. 

“While the availability of med- 
icaily assisted dying will provide 
relirfftom pain and sufeing for 
many Albertans, it is a brand new 
area of practice and it is import¬ 
ant that w'e ensure it is being 
practised safely," the associate 
minister said in a release Monday.

Alberta Health Services says 
it is expanding a program to 
help people w'ith dementia, 
including ^Mzheimer’s disease, 
in the Calgary and Edmonton 
regions. 

People rvith the condition 
or their caregivers in these re¬ 
gions can now call a special B11 
phone line for health advice. 

Callers niiiy also 'be referred 
to a special dementia nurse. 

The Sll service has been 
available in areas outside of 
these regions since last year. 

The province estimates 


abo-ut 40,000 Albertans are 
living with dementia, a syn¬ 
drome that affects memory, 
thinking, orientation, judg¬ 
ment and the ability to carry 
out daily activ'ities, 

'Ihe government expects the 
number of dementia cases to 
more than double in /Mberta 
in coming years. 

By 2038, the province esti¬ 
mates that about 10 per cent 
of jAlbertans over the age of 65, 
and nearly half over age 90, 
will be living with dementia.

A conference set to exploce the 
future of Chinatowns in North 
America ^vill tilso focus in on 
Edmonton’s Chinatown's po¬ 
tential 3S a tourist destination, 
as a way to make sure the com¬ 
munity remains ;m importtint 
part of the t:it 5 .^ 


Chinatown Conference or¬ 
ganizer Lan Chan-Marples said 
Edmonton needs to rethink the 
role of its lOS-^'ear-nld China¬ 
town so that, it tioes not dissolve 
like those in some other North 
American dties. 

“We’re hearing thiit a number 
of Chiniitowns are disappeiiring 
or being displaced. So that wor¬ 
ries usf Chan-Marples saidH cit¬ 
ing New York City as an exjunple. 

"That’s our main focus here 
now — will there be a China¬ 
town in the future? And if there 
is going to be a Chiniitown in 
the futurej what would that 
look like?'" 

Representatives from cities 
auDss North Americtt will share 
their strategies at the conference. 


running June 11 and 12 at the 
Lfniversity of jMberta. 

Chan-Maiples said safety is a 
key issue in rethinking China¬ 
town, and community members 
are working vtith pohce tocleiui 
up the streets as well iis discuss¬ 
ing plans for better lighting. 

“If local people feel that 
Chinatown is not reaJiy a safe 
place for them to CDme. then 
why would tourists come?'" she 
said. 

The communily is also look¬ 
ing at TA^ays to unite north and 
south Chinatown^ whidi are cur¬ 
rently divided by the 105 Avenue 
bridge that is owned by (Juatico. 
Creating further division is the 
102 Avenue LRT line that wnli 
run through the community. 


The dty is cumently working 
\vith community groups on a 
new Chinatown master plan. 

“To me, Chinatown is an in¬ 
tegral part of Edmonton's herit¬ 
age, it’s an integral part of the 
city itself from all perspectives 
— economic, cultural, as wrell 
as social,’' Chan-Nlarples said. 

She recogpized many Edmon¬ 
tonians do not share that view¬ 
point and is working to change 
that bjf creating online historical 
resources with the Edmonton 
Heritage Council.

A pubJk henllh doctor in Ed¬ 
monton has iir^gued thjt mjny 
feiirs and aimmptions nround 
the drug VV-IS tire in fnct 
misguided. 

Police and health officials 
have been sounding public 
warnings, insisting that VV-IS 
is lOD times as toxic as fentanyl 
and 10,000 times as toxic as 
morphine, 

Howev^er Dr. Hakique Viian i 
says those numbers are based 
on unreliable tests done on 
mice in the 19a0s — when 
the drug was developed and 
patented by a University of 
vMberta researcher. 

“The assumptions ivere, 
unfortunately, 3 think, over¬ 
blown* Virani said. 

\V-1S has also been widely 
labelled as a s;^mthetic opioid, 
though new' research at the 
University of North Carolina 
suggests that the drug does 
not, in fact, behave as a trad-

Wynne fallout puts

NDP accuses 
opposition of 
ti^ng to hurt 
pipehnc deal 

Alberta's NDT government suy^i 
the discourteous treatment 
of Ontaiio Fremier KuEhleen 
Wynne tn Ehe legislature raises 
concerns the Opposition VVil- 
drose party is trying to scuttle 
the Energy East pipeline deal 
for partisan political gain. 

Government House Leader 
Brian Mason said while the 
National Energy Board makes 
decisions on pipelines, build¬ 
ing political bridges with other 
provinces is CTitical. 

“Ultimately the decision (on 


the pipeline) will have to be 
made by the federal cabinet, 
and so the position of Ontario 
and other provinces is an im- 
poriant factor!hill the federal 
cabinet will have to weigh," 
Mason said Monday. 

“There's absolutely no ques¬ 
tion in my mind that the gov¬ 
ernment of Ontario and Ihe 
premier of Ontario are key 
potential allies for our prov¬ 
ince in getting our product to 
tidewater. 

“The fact the Wildrose can't 
see that, and plays games to tryr 
and damage the government, 
means that they’re putting 
their partisan political advan¬ 
tage ahead of the interests of 
the province as a whole and 
that is a shame." 

The Energy East line would 
take Alberta crude across Can¬ 


ada. including Ontario, to pipe¬ 
lines and refineries in New 
Brunswick to get a better global 
price for a key Canadian re¬ 
source. 

Wynne has said she would 
support the line with condi¬ 
tions, including high environ¬ 
mental and safety' standards. 

Wynne came as a guest of 
the Alberta legislature Thurs¬ 
day. As she sal in the gallery, 
Wildrose finance critic Derek 
Fildebrandl labelled Ontario 
one of the worst debt and

spending offenders in the 
world and urged Notley not 
to follow the lead of the On¬ 
tario government.

The city put the “Five Cor¬ 
ners" site on Jasper Avenue 
and 95 Street earlier this year 
with bids closing in late March 
for interested parties at a sug¬ 
gested price of 54,375 million. 

A proposed condominium 


tower had been planned for 
the site, but after excavating 
for the base of the lower, the 
builder walked away. 

City spokesperson Jodi Taub¬ 
er said they received three pro¬ 
posals and are e\raluatEng them 
now. The city is eager to see 
development on the site and 
Tauber said they hope to se¬ 
lect winning bidder as soon 
as possible. 

“There are timelines in the 
REP that people have to meet, 
so Tve want to get that sewn 
up as quickly as possible ," she 
said. 

Tauber said three proposals 


for the site, which includes 
the excavated site along with 
the adjacent piece of land that 
currently holds a dry cleaners, 
was a gochd response. 

“We were really encour- 
iiged by the interest. We got 
three proposals, but we defin¬ 
itely had a lot of interest from 
people in that area." 

The city has a community 
revitalization levy in place for 
the Quarters, Tauber said and 
they’re encouraged developers 
want to build there. 

“It's going to take time to 
change, so when you see inter¬ 
est that is always a good thing."

The happy legacy of 
Metro Line misery

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The spectacular mess that 
is ihe S665-million Metro 
Line should anger you be¬ 
yond words. It's also the best 
thing to happen to Edmon¬ 
ton in a very long time. 

Let me explain. 

The outrage that the on¬ 
going problems with line 
have created has finally 
pushed cit>f council to de¬ 
mand Edmonton's bureau¬ 
cracy to fully and properly 
change from the inside out. 

Goun. Michael Walters, 
who has spoken highly of re¬ 
cent shifts to the bureaucracy 
said the city^ often struggled 
to talk to itself 

The laigesE piece of that 
dysfunctional knot was the 
department of transportation. 

The department existed 
as “an empire of its own," 
Walters said. “They just had 
leadership that fell they were 
an island unto themselves 
and a city manager that didn't 
confront that, and ffanikly, a 
council that let it happen." 

But after the Metro Line 
and several other high-profile 
capitakproject blunders, city 
council finally responded: 
Theyf fined forme r dty man¬ 
ager Simon Farbrother, and 
other big names formerly 
with transportation hav^e also 
been let go- 

Bul city council also al¬ 
lowed its new dly manager, 
Linda Cochrane, to see the 
rily’s stnicnire itself as some¬ 
thing that needed fixing. 

Walters put it more blunt¬ 
ly,': "It needed to be bloviTi 

lip” 

Cochrane has responded, 
too: As of last fall, the tran.s- 
portadon department is no 
more — kaboom — and all 


operations are now under¬ 
neath one stmcnire, bringing 
together planners ifom all 
disciplines to eollaborate and 
bnild a better city that serves 
all interests. 

Blit bigger than this, from 
my perapective, is what Coch¬ 
rane describes she’s trying to 
piLsh within the city's biireaii- 
cradc nilmre — she calls it 
"servant leadership” — and 
the idea is that biireaucrats 
serv'e residents first, not their 
departments. 

Reflect on that walled "is¬ 
land unto itself” that handled 
the Metro Line. 

Cities art built by engin¬ 
eers, planners and techno- 
evats vifith highly si5eriali7ed 
knowledge, many of them 
who clustered in the former 
tiansportation department to 
bnild highly complex roads, 
bridges and, yes, IJ?T. 

When it’s time to make 
decisions, an island unto it¬ 
self will often do what makes 
most sense to it while ignor¬ 
ing, or not even recognizing, 
othera. 

To understand the point, 
think of a street: A traffic 
engineer .sees it as a place 
to move cars efficiently and 
keep motorists safe. A city, on 
the other hand, sees a street 
as a place to move along, to 
meet people, build commun¬ 
ity and to fo.ster commerce. 

As Ck>chrane explains, 
"When you are an ex]W;rt in 
a partientar field, sometimes 
yon think yon should be mak¬ 
ing all the decisions. What 
we’re working on is thi.s idea 
of servant leadership —that 
first and foremost, we’ie ser¬ 
vants of citizens and council." 

This may not be the big, 
shiny, silver-bullet fix many 
hope will repair the Metro 
Line. Rut it may mean that 
our city administration starts 
building things that work for 
more of iLs more of the time. 
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In taking this 
one-week 
no-creeping 
experiment 
further, I had 
avoided not only 
my ex, but also 
the social media 
accounts of my 
friends.

For one week^ I quit L'yber- 
treeping. 

Fine, I'll back up a step. Let it 
be permanently known, in the 
annals of the easily searchable 
Internet, I once, out of youth¬ 
ful indiscretion, “creeped" the 
WorJd Wide Web. 

T'o me, this was never an 
issue. J see Facebook, hotter 
and Instagram as an ecosystem 
of mutually nourishing connec¬ 
tions. Memes give my mundane 
Mondays meaning, 1 can feel 
less guilty about not checking 
in with family for weeks at a 
time betiiuse they at least know 
I'm eating well from the looks 
of my tnstagrammed salad. So¬ 
cial media is a beautiful thing 
— but, one day, ] wanted noth¬ 
ing to do wnth it. 

It all started when, five days 
before moving in with my boy¬ 
friend, he and I tailed it quits. 
N'aturiilly, it happened at a wed¬ 
ding (open bar, vows encom¬ 
passing one’s lifetime). 

My ex bekmgs to a curious 


sector of millennials w^ho don’t 
have Facebook. Instead, he opts 
for Twitter. t'Jver the course of 
our relationship. I couldn't help 
but read into his tweets, feeLng 
there were “subtweels” about 
our arguments. 'Ib add insult 
to injuiy, 1 scrutinized eveiy^ 
person he followed, wonder¬ 
ing if they were someone a 
respectable professional andj'or 
committed nuin would follovi,\ 
1 could have asked him, sure. 
But because I co^Trtly obtained 
this information, 1 feared bring¬ 
ing it up lest 1 be accused [quite 
accurately) of creeping. 

j'\nd so, after our breakup, I 
knew' w'hal I had to do; block 
him on Twitter. 

The medium, for in,e, was 
like hairing a superpower and, 
like rrumy gifted fictional char¬ 
acters, I had come to learn this 
gift could be a curse. For once, 
1 didn't want to know what was 
on my ex-bojrfTiend'’s mind, or 
comb through our tweets from 
better times, i just wanted to 
heal withtmt the i 40-character 
assault of nostalgia eroding 
tvhat flimsy progress i made. 

jAjid, by kicking the creep¬ 
ing, 1 realized that many of 
the misundei^landings in our 
relationship had been because 
of the knowledge, however 
unreJiable, I’d gleaned from 
his tweets — knowledge I'd 
burdened myself with. Instead 
df coming to me, he would take 
to’iWitter. Instead of coming to 


him, I would parse his tw'eets 
for subtext. Our kick of com¬ 
munication and the piissive- 
aggressive way we had dealt 
with our frustrations had ren¬ 
dered our relationship doomed 
from the start. 

However, in taking this one- 
week no-creeping expe riment 
further, 1 had avoided not only 
my ex, but also the social media 
accounts of friends. And 1 did 
miss the multimedia experience 
of connecting with people who 
1 didn’t ivish to quit: the illus¬ 
trated updates of my friends' 
meals (“I’ve perfected the tri- 
beiiy smoothieE”), Soundcloud 
links to someone’s hour-long 
lake on The Hateful Eight 
and photos of my proliferat¬ 
ing clan's pink little newborns. 

Cyber-creeping isn't always 
a pleasant journey, but it is al¬ 
ways life-afRrming.

I 
found that I mostly creep to get 
out of my head and affirm my 
shared journeys with others. 

My colleague suggested 
something curious and a bit ex¬ 
treme that I want to leave you 
with: have a mutual agreement 
with your partner to block each 
other’s social media accounts. 
It’s an insane idea. 

And it just might be crazy 
enough to work.

Mother's fruit consumption linked to higher IQs in babies 


A Canadian study, published 
in the journal EbioMedicine, 
has found that women who ate 
more fruit during pregnancy 
had children with higher K^s 
at one year old. 

In a recent study, Canadkin 
researchers from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta found that one 
of the factors contributing to 
improved cognitive develop¬ 
ment in children was the 
amount of fruit their inolh- 
ers ate during pregnancy. 

1‘he scientists studied 68S 
one-year-old babies, who were 
controlled for factors other¬ 
wise affecting their learning 


and development, such as 
family income and parental 
education. 

They found that the moth¬ 
ers who ate six to seven por¬ 
tions of fruit per day — iu- 
ciuding juices — had children 
with K^s six or seven points 
higher on the standard scale 
at one year old. 

“We know that the longer 
a child is in the womb, the 
further they develop — and 
having one more serving of 
fruit per day in a mother's 
diet provides her baby with 
the same benefit as being bom 
a whole week later,'* explains

In spite of their discovery, 
the researchers warn preg¬ 
nant women against going 


overboard on fruit, which 
contains fructose, as this can 
lead to complications such as 
gestational diabetes and high 
birthweight. 

These initial findings will 
be followed up by more re¬ 
search, investigating whether 
the positive effects of fruit 
consumption on cognitive de¬ 
velopment persist in children 
over time. The scientists also 
plan to study the impiict of 
fruit consumption on cogni¬ 
tive functions such as plan¬ 
ning. organizing and working 
memory.

Staying skinny 
becomes worry 
for athletes, 
experts say 

Eugenie Bouchard's admission 
that she battled an eating disor¬ 
der during her precipitous fall 
in the women's tennis rankings 
came as no surprise to one 
former Olympian who now 
works as a sports psj'chology 
consultant to some of Canada's 
lop athletes. 

Former elite runner Penny 
VVerthner says female ath¬ 
letes are held to a much dif 
ferent standard than their male 
counterparts. 

“'The women athletes are 
criticiied for what they wea^^ 
what they look like, whether 
they're fat or not," said Werth- 
nei; also dean of the faculty of 
kinesiology at the University 
of Calgary'. 

“■When was the last time 
someone commented on w^hat 
(Novak) Djokovic looked likeV 
Or (pointed out that Rafael) 
Nadal is short'?" 

Bouchard revealed ear¬ 


lier this week that she suf¬ 
fered from an eating disor¬ 
der brought on by “a lot of 
pressure" following her 2014 
breakthrough., when she fin¬ 
ished the year ranked seventh 
in the world. 

The career-high came after 
her loss to Petra Kvitova in the 
Wimbledon final and semi¬ 
final appearances at the French 
Open and Australian Open. 

The success of that season 
quickly launched her to tennis 
superstardom, drawing cam- 
eraSn media and fans wherever 
she went. 

But the streak didn't last. 
Her first match after the 
Wimbledon final was the Rog¬ 
ers Cup in Montreal, where 
the hometown favourite dis¬ 
appointed with a 6-0, 2-6, 6-0 
loss to llSth-ranked qualifier 
Shelby Rogers. 

It didn't get much better as 
the year wore on. Her rimking 
plummeted to Igth at the end 
of2015, 

Bouchard miw says last year 
also featured a private battle 
to maintain her weight. 

“I just felt so nersous, it was 
hard to eat before matches 
and sometimes at other meals, 
just hard to keep it down, i 


didn't try to lose weight, but 
it definitely happened. It was 
definitely a cause of the stress. 
I've leiimed a lot from it, and 1 
knovi^ I just have to force food 
down my throat even if I feel 
sick because 1 am burning so 
many calories." 

Werthner says the push to 


succeed is especially fund in 
tennis because if^s a solitaiy 
sport and comes mth the add¬ 
ed pressures of courting spon¬ 
sors and endorsement deals. 

S he siiid it can be especial ly 
hard for women to rebound 
from a loss because they tend 
to take failures personally, 


while men will sometimes 
place the blame elsewhere. 

“You lose a match and then 
you lose a little bit of confi¬ 
dence and then maybe an eat¬ 
ing disorder comes out of that 
or maybe it comes out of some¬ 
thing else in her life that's not

Peer pressure 
very real when 
it comes to 
thrill seeking 

Why do we sometimes take big 
risks — like sky'diving or moss¬ 
ing atroaa the tountiy — Eind 
other times play it safe? It could 
be thanks to our peers, suggests 
research frioin the Califbriiia In¬ 
stitute of Technology' that looks 
at the potentially “contagious'’ 
nature of risk taking. 

The study looked at how 24 
volunteers responded when 
asked to choose between taking 
SIO and making a risk)' gamble 
with a potentially higher paj'off 
and found thiit, when the volun¬ 
teers had preriously watched a 
risk-taking peer, the)'were more 
likely to make the risky gamble 
themselves. 

Ihe findings reveal how pas¬ 
sively observing others can in¬ 
fluence someone's risk-taking 
behaviour, savs Shinsuke Su- 
zuki. a post-doctoral scholar in 
neuroscience and first author 
of the study. 

So why the contagious effect? 


It might be because our neural 
response to risk is changed by 
watching others, Suzuld says, 
but it's an open question as to 
what ps)'chologiciil fiictors iire 
driving it. 

it's ^vorth keeping in mind 
that this study is smalt, Eind it 
doesn't mean Vt'e're totally htird- 
wired to mimic ditredevil feendsL 
StOl, it does line up with research 
out ofTemple University in i''hila- 
delphia, which found people 
sometimes take more risks when 
the)r're around their peers, par¬ 
ticularly in their younger )'ears 
— which probably comes as no 
suipiise to anyone Vi'ho knows 
a teenager. 

Cognitive psychologist An¬ 
dreas Wilke, an associate pro¬ 
fessor at Clarkson University' 
in New York, says modem risk¬ 
taking research shows people 
might he willing to lake risks in 
one area, but not another. In the 
presence of their friends, men 
are also more likely to take risks, 
Wilke notes, and single guys 
are more likely to miike risky 
moves than coupled-up men. 
"When heterosexual males are 
given the opportunit)' to take 
risks, they like to advertise po¬ 
tential skills and fitness benefits 
to others, saying, 'Ladies, 1 might 


be a good potentuil piutner to 
mate with,”" he says. 

Our collective desire to take 
risks stems from humanity being 
a highly soda! species. ''I might 
tike a risk to impress someone, 
but my judgment of a risk, J 
might take fiom my social dide,'" 
Wrike explains.

Mexican player fights out of kidnapping 


About 24 hours after he was 
kidnapped, Mexican soccer star 
Alan iMlido found himself iilone 
with one of his captors and 
saw^ his chance. He wrestled 
away the man's pistol and his 
cellphone and dialed Mexico's 
emergency number. 

Within minutes, he was free. 

j-Vn official summary' report 
of three calls to an emergency 
operator obtained by The Asso- 
diited ITess shows the 25-year- 
old forward for OIjrmpiakos in 
the Greek league threatened 
and beat his captor while on 
the phone, demanding to be 


told where they were. 

The dramatic account of 
derring-do shows that Ihilido 
— listed at five-foot-nine and 
about 150 pounds — was the 
main actor in his own libera¬ 
tion, a contrast with initial of¬ 
ficial accounts of a rescue by 
police. 

On a first tall, mth the kid¬ 
napper overpowered, Pulido 
peered out of a window and 
described the white two-story^ 
house wi th two cars, grey and 
red, parked in front. 

In the next call, Tulido told 
the operator that stale police 


had arrived outside. The oper¬ 
ator told him to fine the pistol 
so they would know they were 
in the right spot, but Pulido 
said he had no bullets. He said 
police themseb'es were start¬ 
ing to shoot and described his 
shorts and tank lop so they 
wouldn't confuse him with the 
now-unconscious captor. 

Once police arrived, he rruide 
a third call to confirm with 
the operator that they were 
trustworthy. 

Tamaulipiis state Attorney 
General Ismael QuintantUa had 
said at a news conference that 


emergency services recej%''ed 
Ihtlidn's call for help iifler mid¬ 
night Sunday due to “a careless 
act by his captors." 

In a later interview with Im- 
agen Radio. Quintanilla con¬ 
firmed that Pulido had for¬ 
cibly seized the phone from 
his captor. 

“There was an exchange of 
punches between them." Quin¬ 
tanilla said, though he did not 
mention the pistol. 

Quintanilla said Pulido cut 
his wrist when he broke a win¬ 
dow trying to escape.
